KITCHENER’S LIFE 
FILLED WITH GREAT 
MILITARY SUCCESS 


K IT C H E N E R 
OF 
K H A R T U M , 
F irst 
Viscou nt. 
H oratio 
Herbert 
Kitchener 
was 
born 
at 
C rotter 
Hou se. Ballyford, Cou nty K erry, on 
Ju ne 24, 1850. 
He was the son of 
the late Lieu tenant-Colonel H. H. 
Kitchener. 
His m other before m a r­ 
riage was Miss C hevallier of Aspall 
Hall, Su ffolk. 
K itchener was edica ted at the 
Royal M ilita ry Academy, W oolwich. 
He entered the Royal Engineers in 
1871 and was made a m a jor general 
in 189G. 
He took part in 
the 
Palestine 
Su rvey from I 8 7 4 to 1 8 7 8 , and com­ 
manded the Egyptian 
Cavalry 
in 
1882 to 1884. In the Nile Expedition 
in 18S4 to 1885 he won high m ili­ 
tary honors as he did also on the 
Sou dan Frontier, in 1889. 
K itchener served as an A dju ta nt 
General in the Egyptian A rm y from 
1889 to 1892. 
K itchener commanded the K h a r­ 
tu m Expedition in 
1 8 98 , his services 
in the campaign m aking him the 
idol of England and w inning for him 
the title of Kitchener of K hartu m . 
His bravery in the K h a rtu m Expedi­ 
tion won for him the 
thanks 
of 
Parliam ent. 
He was also raised to 
the peerage, w ith a grant of £ 30,- 
000. 
He was made chief of staff of the 
forces in Sou th A frica, serving in 
that capacity from 
1 8 99 to 1S00. 
He 
was promoted to the rank of Lieu ­ 
tenant General and General 
and 
received, w ith 
the 
Viscou nty, 
a 
grant of £ 5 0,000, and the thanks 
of parliament. 
He was commander-in-chief of In­ 
dia from 1902 to 1909. 
K itchener 
was 
E ngland’s 
fore­ 
most soldier, follow ing the death of 
Lord Roberts. 
A t the beginning of the present 
w a r Kitchener was made m inister 
of war, which position he held u ntil 
his death. 
He was responsible for 
the defense of England in case of 
invasion.
